"Washington, Jan. 18.—Harry S. 
Firestone, here in an attempt to in- 
terest federal officials and members 
of congress in measures to enlarge 
and protect the American supply of 
crude rubber by efforts "to further 
cement our close relations with the 
South 
American 
republics" 
and

pines, said today he would not at- 
tend a meeting at New York tonight 
between a delegations representing 
the British rubber industry and mem- 
bers of the Rubber Association of 
America. 
"My reasons for not attending the 


conference," he said, "are that the 
restriction of rubber production in 
British colonies was done by legisla- 
tion.

Mr. Firestone declared that 85 per 


cent of the world's crude rubber pro- 
duction was controlled by British 
capital, while 70 per cent of it was 
consumed in the United States. The 
British, through legislation, he said, 
have restricted 1923 crude rubber 
production in the colonies to 60 per 
cent of the 1920 production, indicat- 
ing a world output this year of 201.- 
000 tons, while "the estimated rub- 
ber consumption in 1923 has been 
placed at 400,000 tons." 
"I can see no object In the con- 
ference in Xew York between Amer- 
ican crude rubber consumers and 
British crude rubber producers," he 
continued, "because it is whollv to 
the interest of-the British producers 
to have the restrictive laws cont.n- 
the rubber and auto-

CARE IN RUHR 


Says Situation is Fraught 


With Great Danger- 
Future Moves Should 
Be Made Cautiously. 


"Washington, Jan. IS. — Italy aas 


taken definite steps to impress upon 
the British and French Governments 
that she regards the present situa- 
tion in the Ruhr as fraught wih 
srea danpr and although not tak- 
ing the position of an "actual media- 
tor. has earnestly suj^ested that any 
further forcible steps toward the 
collection of German reparations o° 
taken only aft*»r the most mature 
consideration. 
The Italian government is under- 


stood to have acted after the Ger- 
man ambasKidor at Rome called at- 
tention to the fact that the French 
army in the Kuhr and the remnants 
of the German military forces are 
facinsr each other across a space of 
only a fw mik-s. prcsenlim: a situa-

POLITICAL ADJUSTMENT 


The success of a political party depends in the long run on whether 


it can adjust itself to the changing conditions of the tunes. "Xew occa- 
sions teach new duties'1 said the poet, and this is unalterably true. 


The successful statesman is the man who keeps his eyes open to the 


changing conditions of national life, and can adjust himself to those 
changes. He is constantly learning and he may find that the opinions he 
held last year or 10 years ago, no longer fit the conditions of the pres- 
ent day. He must adjust himself to new conditions and try to frame 
legislation that will fit the needs of the times as they exist in the pres- 
ent period. 


It has been the great fault of the Republican party, that it has not 


been able to reach this adjustable temper. It is true that it contains a 
large element, principally in the middle and far west that has lined up 
for progressive politics, and is not tied to- the old standards. 


But the dominating force in the party has for many years been a 


highly conservative element, that as the common phrase goes, distrusted 
any man who would not "stand without hitching." 
This element has 


been so fearful of changes, it has been so attached to the old ways and 
so satisfied with them, that it has not been able to meet the problems of 
the tunes or to relieve the people from the evils from which: they have 
suffered. 


In a wave of disgust at the inevitable burdens placed on the backs of 


the people by the war, the voters swept the Democratic party out of 
power, and restored the "stand-patters" and ultra conservatives to power. 
But it is easy to see what a mistake was made. The country thereby tied 
Itself up for four years to the forces that fear change, and are not will- 
ing to learn by experience and find solutions -for the new problems that 
come along.

From her head- 
quarters at 19 West 44th Street, 
Mrs. Dennett made known some 
startling facts which

Congress of IS73, which 


passed the Comstock Act. 


"Anthony 
Comstock, in lobby- 


Ing for the bill which passed the 
Comstock Act, suppressing obs- 
cene pamphlets, never meant to 
suppress authorized scientific in- 
formation which might be of help 
to parents. Mr. Comstock's sole 
object was to put a stop to traffic 
in offensive prints and similar mat- 
ter which were finding their way 
into , all parts of the country at 
the time. 
The Congress which 


passed 
the 
Comstock 
act was 


shocked by the revelations made 
by Mr. Comstock on this traffic, 
in its haste it passed the entire 
TLct without deliberation. 


"The congressional record shows 


that members of congress did not 
even take time to debate the bill 
or to consider the -various clauses. 
Congressman 
D. L. Merriam of 


New York made the only argument 
on the bill. 
So great was the 


law-making body's haste that it 
did not take time to hear the 
speech but gave 
permission 
to 


have it printed in the 
Record, 


where it could be read after the 
law was passed. 
" I arise somewhat to the de- 


fense of Anthony Comstock", Mrs. 
Dennett declared. "He undoubt- 
edly blundered but the suppres- 
sion of scientific information for 
parents which was included in his 
bill was not his main Intention 
and he should not longer be oblig- 
ed to bear the stigma of his blund- 
er nor should the country be the 
victim of it. 


"Senator Cummins is paving the 


way for justice and decency by in- 
troducing in congress a bill which 
will place scientific information on 
all matters pertaining to parent- 
hood at the disposal of the people 
of this country, thus putting an 
end to illicit "information 
and 


quackery.

tions, it is asserted in a statement 
by George U. Marvin, chief of the 
Ohio division of markets 
"It is a well-established Ameri- 


can custom to wish everyone a 
'Happy New Year' on January 1," 
Marvin said. 
"When it was said 


to the farmers of the state at the 
commencement of 1923, they must 
have been filled with varying emo 
tions. 
They knew that the year 


Just closed had been one of trials. 
They lealized they were just emerg- 
ing from a condition of chaos. 
"These 
things the farmer was 


familiar 
with, provided he 
had 


studied prices and 
market 
condi- 
tions. The November report show- 
ed corn to be selling in the state 
t.t an average price of 65 cents a 
bushel, an advance of 25 cents from 
R. year before. Hogs, a staple pro- 
duct, 
were 
bringing nearly $8 a 


hundredweight. The previous year 
they averaged but $7. Beef cattle 
were averaging 
$6.50 a hundred 


pounds, 
exactly 
$1 more than in 


November 1922 
Wool was twice 
as high, bringing an average of 42 
cents a pound, while sheep has as- 
cended the scale of upward tend- 
ency at a remarkably encouraging 
rate, and weie quoted at 
$5 50 a 
hundred. This seemed almost Uto- 
pian to the producer, who distinct- 
ly remembered that but the year b§- 


fore they were bringing only $3.3v. 
Lambs, in tho mean time, had gone 
from 
$0.80 to $10-65. In similar 


way, 
with 
varying 
advances, the 


prices had raised on all things of 
tho farm, excepting hay and pota- 
toes, on the basis of 100-pound lots. 
Tho latter wero bringing, In small 
quantities, 94 cents a bushel, and 
in large amounts, a price of 54 cents 
a bushel has been reported. 
"If the farmer wont further into 


figures, he learned that tho value 
of 
tho 
principal crops produced 


throughout the state in 1922 reach- 
ed a total of $230,000,000, according 
to reports obtained by the Ohio di- 
vision of markets. This means an 
average of approximately $900, for 
each of the 257',000, Ohio farms. 
"The knowledge of these condi- 


tions could have no other 
effect 
than to give an added zest to the 
salutation 'I Wish You a Happy 
and Prosperous New Year.' "

Any government which permits the 
country it rules to be invaded by a 
foreign power's troops is bound to 
be blamed

They bot.i consider that 
if the Germans arc able to pay, they 
ought to be compelled to do it. But 
they regard it as

doubtful if Germany is able to do 
so. Just as they were hoping the 
world was going to settle 
down, 


with some prospects of a return to 
"normalcy," they're much dissatis- 
fied by France's refusal to abandon 
a policy calculated to upset every- 
thing again.
